Rezoning approved for apartment project 


by Special Writer 

Anew 48-unit apartment complex 
in Grayling was encouraged by 
rezoning action approved this week 
(Jan. 12) by Grayling City Council. 

The apartments would be con- 
structed at the south end of 
Meadows Dr. near Meadows 
Manor. 

The 4.17 acre plot, presently 
vacant, was rezoned from C-2 com- 
mercial to R-2 residential. Council 


‘'sGrayling Township has the 
largest land area of any township in 
the Lower Peninsula, but it has no 
park. 

Rep. Allen Lowe is working with 
local leaders to change that. 

Lowe has sponsored legislation 
to transfer to Grayling township 
approximately 50 acres of state- 
owned forest located about a mile 
and half northeast of Grayling. 
The House approved the measure 
in October and sent it to the Senate 
for further consideration. 

Under House Bill 4979, the land 
only can be used for public recre- 
ational purposes. 

“With a 20-percent population 
growth, land in the township is at a 
premium,” said Lowe, R-Grayling. 

Approximately 80 percent of the 
township’s property is owned by 
the state and federal government.

The property also is easily accessi- 
ble, with the I-75 right-of-way bor- 
deringson the east and the North 
Down River Rd. exit less than one 
mile away. 

Grayling Township leaders are 
planning to develop a parking area 
on the south end, with adjacent 
landscaped garden, picnic and 
fenced playground areas complete 
with water and restroom facilities. 

“Township officials are planning 
quality services for area residents,” 
Lowe said. “Thanks to their fore- 
sight, money for the project is 
included in the budget.” 

Lowe is familiar with the proper- 
ty as he used to trout fish in the 
vicinity. 

“Turning this land into a park is 
a wonderful idea,” Lowe said. “I 
hope the Senate will move swiftly 
on this legislation. A park will be a

He said his study showed 
of 400 units in Grayling, only 10 
were available, and at one develop- 
ment only one apartment was 
vacant, with a waiting list to get in. 

PK. Housing and Management 
Co., of Haslett, which has handled 
about 15 similar developments 
throughout the state, is planning to 
develop the Grayling site. 

_The Grayling plan calls for 24 
units of senior citizen housing, all 
on one floor, with 20 one-bedroom 
units and four two-bedroom units. 
Rent would run from $363 to $407, 
with rental assistance available so 
no more than 30 percent of an indi- 
vidual’s income would go for rent. 

The senior section would be 
called Whispering Pines Senior 
Apartments. 

On the other side of the lot would 
be two two-story structures with 24 
units in all, called Grayling Pines 
Family Apartments. 

One building would contain eight 
units, the other 16 units. Grayling 
Pines would have eight one-bed- 
réom units. and. 16. two-bedroom 
units. Rents would run from $340 to 


$385, with the same sort of rental 
assistance available. 

Hovey cited several reasons his 
firm is interested in Grayling apart- 
ments: 7 

~—- Steady growth in the commu- 
nity, plus a good economy. 

— Overall population in the 
Grayling area and the county, and an 
accompanying need for housing. 

— Projections of good, steady 
growth of population and the econo- 
my in the area. 

He said senior citizens are some- 
times “stuck in their homes” as they 
grow older, because there is limited 
rental alternatives. His project, he 
said, would help to “open the mar- 
ket” because as seniors move into 
apartments, their homes become 
available for others to move, too. 


“Young people, getting a start,” 
primarily in their 20s, likely would 
occupy the family units, he said, 
until they were able to get a house of 
their own. However, seniors alsq 
would be eligible for the family 
units.

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Follow-up survey tracks life after high school 


What happens

Grayling High School (GHS) 
graduates, beginning with the class 
of 1988, have been invited to partic- 
ipate in the follow-up study of their 
high school experiences to help 
implement school improvement 
plans through the North Central 
Outcomes Accreditation process. 

In an effort to create a school pro- 
file, GHS counselor Lynn 
Thompson, and Jim  Haf, 
Intermediate district data specialist, 
have the responsibility of analyzing 
data from surveys returned by grad- 
uates who shared their thoughts 
about life before and after gradua- 
tion from GHS. 

the surveys are mailed out around 
mid-December. Each graduate is 
sent three separate surveys. The first 
survey is sent six months after grad- 
uation, the second survey two years 
following graduation and the third 
five years after graduation. 

Return rates of the survey varied 
from class to class and from survey 
to survey, between eight and 46 per- 
cent. Because of this low rate of 
return, no major changes have taken 
place as a result of the surveys, but, 
some significant trends discovered 
through the surveys may have an 
impact upon any future changes in 
curriculum or school policy. 

Surveys show that students who 
go on to two and four-year post-high 
school educational institutions tend 
to follow their plans through to com- 
pletion. 


. 


When asked to rate their classes at 
GHS, language arts classes rated 
highest, while social studies classes 
ranked lowest. 

Graduates listed some of the 
strengths at GHS as caring teachers, 
the Co-op program, science classes, 
English classes, college preparatory 
and advanced placement classes. 

Some teachers and staff were 
mentioned by name in this category. 
They were Lacey Stephan, Charles 
Spencer, Nancy Lemmen. David 
glicker, Bill Klinger, Michael Dean, 
Russell Phillips and Robert 
Woodland. 

There were 37 “strengths”, mostly 
academic and staff-related, listed in 
all. 

Weaknesses thought to exist at 
GHS were Ied by the remark that 
classes need to be more difficult and 
challenging. Some graduates said 
that they were not prepared enough 
for the outside world. Some suggest- 
ed that more attention be given to 
grammar, speech and health courses. 
The need-for smaller class sizes and 
a bigger variety of courses was men- 
toned. 

The decline in moral standards, 


lack of school spirit and too much- 


emphasis on sports or favoritism 
toward school athletes were also 
concerns. 

Some respondents wished to see 
more contact with business people 
and professionals and a more exten- 
sive “School-to-Work” transition

program. They would have liked to 
have had more time on the comput- 
ers and more guidance with college 
preparatory classes. 

A lot of compliments and thanks 
were given to the school staff at 
GHS for friendliness, respect, moti- 
vation and the wish that college pro- 
fessors were more like high school 
teachers. 

Overall, most responding gradu- 
ates seemed to enjoy their high 
school experience. 

In an interview with Joshua 
Colby, a 1997 GHS graduate, a few 
other things were brought to light. 

Colby suggested that the surveys 
be sent out at a different time. He 
said that he didn’t fill out his survey 
because he was in the middle of 
final exam time at Kirtland 
Community College (KCC). Colby 
also suggested the surveys be filled 
out at the “Meet the Grads” event, 
held in December each year. 

Colby attended the most recent 
“Meet the Grads” event on Dec. 23, 
at GHS, and was impressed with the 
turnout by the alumni. 

“There were more grads there 
than curvent students for us to meet. 
There weren’t enough chairs and 
space was a problem,” remarked 
Colby. 

According to Colby, most of those 
in attendance were 1995-1997 grad- 
uates attending college or in the mil- 
itary, and were members of the 
National Honor Society.

Colby is currently attending KCC, 
working toward an associate's 
degree in the liberal arts. He may be 
taking a year off his educational pur- 
siits.to play rhythm or lead guitar 
for “Captive Free,” a Christian rock 
bandw 

Colby has applied for the musical 
assignment through Youth 
Encounter of Minneapolis. If 
accepted, he will tour a specified 
region of the country with the band 
for one year. 

In the meantime, Colby continues 
to work at the Grayling Burger 
King, serve in the youth ministry of 
Grayling Baptist Church, attend 
KCC and play guitar in his local 
bank, “Mustard Seed”. Joshua 
Colby’s plate is full just seven 
months after graduation. 

The annual Grayling High School 
follow-up survey process will con- 
tinue, regardless of response, 
because it is a requirement of the 
North Central Outcomes 
Accreditation process. ; 

A wider response from graduates 
would provide Thompson and Haf 
with a more detailed description of 
the high school experience from 
yantage points other than just those 
who have gone on to college or into 
military service. 

According to Thompson, the sur- 
veys are in the process of being 
revamped to make the forms com- 
puter-scannable and faster to fill out 
by the graduates.

As you begin to add up your out- 
of-state catalog, Internet, or mail 
order purchases for the holiday sea- 
son, be sure to check to see if your 
receipt indicates whether or not the 
retailer collected the 6 percent 
Michigan sales tax. If they did not, 
you are responsible for paying 
Michigan’s use tax on these pur- 
chases. The use tax rate is the same 
as the sales tax rate -- 6 percent. 

To pay the tax, refer to page 40 of 
your 1997 Michigan income tax 
booklet and complete the C-3001 
Form for reporting untaxed pur- 
chases. It is a simple form and 
should be filed and paid by April 
30,1998, to avoid interest and 
penalties. 

Remember food, prescription 
drugs, vitamins, and most maga- 
zine subscriptions are NOT subject 
to either the sales or use taxes, 
whether these items are purchased 
in Michigan or from outside firms.

“We're very pleased with the 
response to our new funding propos- 

al,” Engler said. “We had 68 propos- 

als representing 75 counties. That 
indicates a real interest in protecting 
children in Michigan communities.”

Here are snowmobile rules to follow 


With the promise of more. snow in 
the forecast, I'd like to remind 
everyone of some of the most 
important safety rules and laws pro- 
moting safe snowmobiling. 

1. Never drink and drive. The 
laws governing drinking and driving 
are very similar to the ones which 
are enforced on cars. 

2. Never drive on the wrong side 
of the road, opposing taffic flow. 
Nearly every year the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office handles a 
fatal accident in which a snowmo- 
bile is hit by a car with these cir- 
cumsiances. 

3. Always maintain a safe and 
reasonable speed. A person shall not 
operate a snowmobile at a rate of 
speed greater than is reasonable and 
proper having due regard for condi- 
tions which exist. The speed limit 
on county roads is 20 MPH by coun- 
ty ordinance. 

4. Operation on roadways is 


restricted to the extreme right por- 
tion of county maintained roads. 
Operation on state highways is not 
permitted, LE. M-72, M-93, I-75. 

5. Last, but most important is 
safety. Follow the simple safety 
tules, such -as never snowmobile 
alone, being alert to avoid. fences 
and low strung wires and always let- 
ting someone know the area you will 
be operating in. 

With these and just a few more 
rules followed, snowmobiling will 
become safer for all of us. The 
Crawford County Sheriff's office 
currently has two snowmobile offi- 
cers, who will patrol Crawford 
County, to promote safety and 
enforce the laws regarding soowmo- 
biling.

The prevailing interpretation so 
far has been that the income tax 
ordinance permits use of tax funds 
for sidewalks as well as streets. 

* Ruddy commented that “there are 
a lot of pros and cons” on the 
income tax question, and “I’m not 


comfortable with this project this 
year.” 

Council Member D. J. Brown, one 
of those who has been wary about 
the legality of using income tax 
funds for sidewalks, renewed her 
request that the city attorney pro- 
vide a new interpretation of whether 
paying for sidewalk projects from 
income tax .proceeds is proper. 
Morford said he would pursue the 
opinion. 

The question arose when Richards 
and Associates of Traverse City, 
consulting engineers for the city, 
submitted a “tentative sidewalk pro- 
ject to be constructed in 1998,” car- 
rying an estimated cost of $295,000. 

“We are proposing a project that 
would be bounded by Elm St., along 
which sidewalks were constructed 
this past summer; Michigan Ave., 
along which sidewalks were con- 


structed a few years ago; and North 
Down River Rd.” Leonard W. Graf, 
engineer with the Richards firm, 
said in a letter. 

The proposal does not include any 
sidewalks along North Down River 
Rd. 

Graf's tentative schedule called 
for construction between May 1!5 
and August 15. 

That's all put to one side now, but 
Morford pointed out that prelimi- 
nary work done on the delayed side- 
walk project would not be lost but 
could be resurrected and used when 
and if the program is resumed.

You may have read 
the following news release: “HONG 
KONG, Dec. 31 (Reuters)—Buddhist 
monks chanted soothing mantras on 
Wednesday to pacify the souls of 
more than a million dead birds in 
Hong Kong, slaughtered to contain a 
deadly ‘bird flu virus ....’ Abbot Wing 
Sink, in yellow and red robes, said he 
hoped the more than one million 
Buddhists in Hong Kong would pray 
to appease the angry souls of the dead, 
but innocent, birds. ‘We hope every- 
one will pray to dissolve this huge dis- 
aster,” Wing told reporters during a 
pause in his prayers. ‘Without dissolv- 
ing this thick air of resentment, disas- 
ters could happen, huge disasters.’” 
The article concluded, “The abbot 
said people should not take lightly the 
massacre of the birds. ‘The lives of 
these chickens are still lives, like 
human lives. These chickens were 
humans before. Humans now could be 
chickens in later lives,’ Wing said.”

The Icemen cometh 


New ice plant nearing completion 


by Shirley D. Schmoock 
Special Writer 

An entirely new ice production 
facility is being outfitted north of 
Grayling on Old US 27. The 
Northern Pure Ice company will 
occupy the former Al Bennett Ford 
building, and owners expect to be 
producing ice for distribution across 
the state by mid-April of this year. 

Eleven years ago, an environmen- 
tal study of this site was commis- 
sioned by Al Bennett Ford, due to 
suspected underground contamina- 
tion. The study was concluded, but 
the bill for the work was never paid. 
It was this document which success- 
fully brought together a coalition of 
icemen from across the state and 
Michigan’s Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) to 
remedy the situation and to put the 
building and property back on the 
tax roles. 

“We paid for the work, we all 
knew what had to be done, and we 
began doing it,” said Robert Reutter, 
President of O’Del] Ice Co. of 
Lansing. Reutter will become the 
new Executive Manager of Northern 
Pure when it begins operations in 
Grayling, and he has been on the 
scene for many months, overseeing 
the cleanup. 

“With this environmental study,” 
concurred Steve Takacs, geologist 
for the Environmental Response 
Division of the DEQ, “Northern Ice 
began to track the sources of the 
contamination. When this was 
done, they sank the test wells and 
proceeded to remedy the groundwa- 
ter problems at the site. There was 
some problem with a leaking storage 
tank, another with a dry well and 
flocr drain connected to an old 
cement vault, and a third source 
coming from an abandoned oil 
tank.” 

The down gradient of the ground- 
water flow from the Al Bennett site, 
said Takacs, was cleaned up first. 
“They wanted to remove all stigma 
attached: to this property, because 
they are tapping directly into the 
aquifer below,” he said. : 
‘"Nofthern Puré- Ice has “been 
drilling a well deep ‘into this aquifer, 
and before they can use the water, 
the site must be cleared by the 
state’s drinking water and radiologi- 
cal protection division of the DEQ. 
From this approved water supply, 
the company will begin the produc- 
tion process, for making, packaging 
and shipping purified ice. 

But not before it goes through an 
extensive purification process. 

“This ice will be crystal clear,” 
said Charles Knowlton, a partner in

be starting production at the rate of 
200 tons a day. Our equipment is 
fully automated, it’s high tech, and 
it’s all stainless steel — food grade.” 

Preparing to launch this new busi-

prised of several ice manufacturers 
and ice distributors. The partici- 
pants are O'Dell Ice of Coleman, 
which services the ice needs for the 
Mid-upper Michigan; Storm’s Ice of 
Rogers City, which has been pur- 
chased by the new company and ser- 
vices Higgins Lake and north; Mid- 
Michigan. Ice of the Bay City- 
Saginaw area, which is owned by 
partner, Bruce Brown, and will now 
distribute to the Soo area; Partytime 
Ice of Birch Run, which services the 
Metro Detroit area; and Richard 
Robinson of R & K Trucking. The 
Huron Ice Company of Ubley, 
owned by Gary Bismack, will also 
become ‘a'partriet.

Beaver Creek rezoning passes first hurdle

The Public Hearing held on Jan 7 
by the Crawford County Planning & 
Zoning Commission was Sparsely 
attended. Approximately a dozen 
people were on hand to speak for or 
against the issue of rezoning the I-75 
corridor at 4-Mile Road in Beaver 
Creek Township and a portion of 


Military Road. ° 

The Beaver Creek Township 
Board voted in late November of 
1997 to request a change in the I-75 
corridor from Highway Service 
Commercial into a Community 
Service Commercial District. 


This change would facilitate a 
broader range of business which 
might, at some time in the future, 


Grizzlies hockey team 
may leave Gaylord arena 


In a surprise announcement, 
Channel 9/10 said on their evening 
news broadcast of Jan. 6, that the 
Grizzlies hockey team may be mov- 
ing from Gaylord to Traverse City 
next year. 

This newscast, however, did not 
catch a lot of people off guard — at 
least not in the Gaylord area. 
Rumors have been flying for weeks. 
The Grizzlies are last in their league. 

Coincidentally, Traverse City, 
having a much higher population 
center from which to draw fans and 
spectators, has been looking to capi- 
talize on that area’s interest recently 
generated by the National Hockey 
League. So, perhaps a natural fit 
with a fledgling hockey team of 
their own— and, the Grizzlies have 
been mentioned — just might boost 
interest and attendance for the team. 

The 9/10 broadcast said that atten- 
dance at the Grizzlies games in 
Gaylord has been one half of what 
might be expected to turn out in 
Traverse City. It seems that location 
is a primary factor in drawing 

- crowds. 

Sports editor for. the Herald 
Times, Nick Edson, agreed, saying 
recently “The Gaylord Grizzlies are 
struggling in the standings and at the 


gate. The Grizzlies are trying to 
make a go of it, but they're only 
averaging 475 spectators a game — 
about half of what they'd like.” 

Tom Zurek, president and general 
manager of the Grizzlies team, is 
quoted as saying in Edson’s article 
“The former owners burned a lot of 
bridges in Gaylord, and that’s been a 
tough thing to overcome.” 

Burning their bridges, according 
to Edson meant “Leaving unpaid 
bills in the community, and in some 
cases, workers who didn’t get paid.” 

Zurek said his group took care of 
the bills, but “We are still working to 
overcome the hard feelings associat- 
ed with the old management. And, 
yes, we’ve looked into putting a 
team in Traverse City, though right 
now, we’re committed to Gaylord.” 

The Grizzlies are a junior hockey 
league, and the team leases space in 
the Otsego County Sportsplex, both 
for practice and game play. Open 
skating times at the arena are, there- 
fore, limited. 

A spokeswoman for the 

* Sportsplex said there is nothing def- 
inite on the team leaving next year, 
and the Director has been unavail- 
able for comment on the recent news 
broadcast.

consider locating at this intersection. 

Joe Durand, Director of the 
Crawford County Zoning 
Department said that “many corrti- 
dors of this nature across the State 
are experiencing such development. 
This change would be an improve- 
ment — roadwise —- and future 
development could be focused, not 
done on a random basis.” 


The second request for a zoning 
alteration sought by the township 
was for a Low Density Residential 
area along Military Road to King 
Road. This zoning is currently a 
mix of Agricultural Residential and 
Resource Development - Military. It 
is restricted to single family devel- 
opment or uses designed to encom- 
pass large tracts of land like farms or 
game refuges. 

“We don’t have a bit of multi-fam- 
ily residential zoning in our town- 
ship,” said Ed Holtcamp, Planning 


& Zoning Commission member and 


Beaver Creek Township Fire Chief. 
We believe that if the developer has 
enough land for drainage and septic 
fields, then we’d like to see some 
multi-family homes built there.” 


Rob Derry, a resident of the area 
being affected by the change said 
“the rear entry to my property has 
been stopped by Charlie's Truck 
Stop. Now, if this change goes 
through, are my taxes going to go up 
and what will happen to all of the 
animals?” 

Holtcamp addressed this issue by 
saying “‘taxes aren't figured by what 
could be built around you. They’re 
figured on a comparable sales ratio, 
and in no case, can they be raised by 
more than 5 percent each year.” 

Other questions from the audience 
at the Public Hearing were also in 


regard to the possible raising of 
taxes should the area become devel- 
oped. The Beaver Creek zoning 
change request, nonetheless, was 
unanimously approved by the 
Planning & Zoning Commission. 

The request will now proceed to 
the County Board of Commissioners ° 
for their approval. The township 
board, according to Beaver Creek 
Commissioner, John Hartman, 
“expects to begin reviewing the 
entire zoning map for the township.” 

The Planning Commission is cur- 
tently pursuing a Master Pian for the 
entire area, and have commenced 
dialogue with the individual town- 
ships. It is the intent of the Planning 
Commission to discern the differ- 
ences, then to try to meet the wishes 
of the respective districts, with 
regard to future and potential 
growth.

River House 
given grant 
through state 


River House Shelter in Grayling 
is scheduled to receive $43,330 
under a federal grant programm 
designed to assist rural communi- 
ties in handling domestic violence 
and child victimization 
problems. Gov. John Engler 
announced the grants, totaling 
$368,312 to rural counties 
throughout the state. 

Michigan is one of 22 states to - 
receive this funding under the 
Rural Domestic Violence and Child 
Victimization Enforcement Grant 
Program this year. 

Michigan has identified 17 coun- 
ties that designated 100 percent 
rural by the 1990 census and will 
provide outreach services in those 
counties. Some of these service 
providers cover multiple counties 
with only one shelter. 

For example, River’ House 
Shelter also serves Oscoda County. 

“Abused women and children in 
rural areas face uniqué issues 
because of their distance from shel- 
ters and services,” ‘said Gov.

of local roads and bridges will be 
required, and so will an adequate 
medical and social services commu- 
nity. Another area involving sound 
management from a county level is 
continuity in seeking an acceptable 
balance between permanent and 
seasonal recreations for residents 
and visitors. 

While all of these areas do not fall 
exclusively within the 
Commissioner's jurisdictions, most 
do require that county personnel 
interface -- and successfully 
attempt to meet the goals of the var- 
ious players across the spectrum. 
By splitting the committee assign- 
ments, each commissioner becomes 


responsible for acting on the coun- 


ty’s behalf to facilitate and attain 
chosen goals. 
Some dissension can be expected, 


of course, like the asbestos findings 


in the Courthouse and the snail's 
pace purchase of the local landfill. 
But over all, 1997 has been ‘quite a 
productive year for Crawford 


County Commissioners. . Many past 


hurdles are now but old news and 
fading memories. 

Commissioner Lynnette Corlew, 
now in her second year, mentioned 
the need to work with a wide variety 
of agencies to accomplish some- 
thing as simple but as necessary as 
obtaining handicap accessibility for 
the bathrooms in the Courthouse. 

“I realized when asked what my 
committee accomplished this past 
year,” Corlew admitted, “that I 
could not list accomplishments 


without recognizing a few failures. 


and frustrations. 


a place to meet, to work, or to make 
calls, We decided to convert a small 
employee's break room into our 
office, but that meant some of the 
employees might have trouble using 
the stairway to the basement. 

“We found them space,” she con- 
tinued, “but in doing so, we realized 
that all of the available space we 
have in the basement is difficult to 
access. Through the grant process, 
however, we managed to get funds 
to cover the cost of an elevator to 
the basement and to install an auto- 
matic front door.” , 

The Courthouse itself had been 
undergoing extensive structural 
changes in its heating and cooling 
system. And, on the heels of this 
Massive retrofit, came the need to 
secure the building from outside 
intrusion. One thing generally leads 
to another. 

Thus, a plan was devised to both 
evaluate and update the safety needs 
of the building and its employees. 
The Sheriff’s Department, Building 
Authority, County Clerk and 
Treasurer's staff and court employ- 
- ees got involved in this one. 

This update was such a high pri- 
ority on the Commissioners’ to-do 
list, that just before year end, they 
passed nearly the entire package of 
suggested improvements for secur- 
ing the building and safeguarding 
employees. 

Hiring a County environmental 
monitoring official was also near 
the top of everyone's list of 1997 
accomplishments. _ As 
Commissioner Kathy Black said, 
“As a direct result of the settlement 
of the lawsuit involving Crawford 
County and: City Environmental 
Services of Waters (CESW) in 
1996, Pat Merrill came on board as 
environmental monitoring official 
in 1997. He has proven himself to 
be a tremendous asset to the county. 

“Merrill not only keeps the Board 
informed of activities at the landfill, 
but he also has kept a vigilant eye 
on other environmental concerns in 
the county.” 

As an economic spin-off of the 
eventual sale and management tran- 
sition from the County to CESW, 
Black continued, “A second result 
of that settlement is that funds in 
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excess of those used for Memill’s 
salary were distributed to all town- 
ships and the City of Grayling for 
use in efforts to promote county- 
wide recycling efforts.” 

Some area agencies involved with 
the Board of Commissioners are the 
Grayling Recreation Authority, the 
Crawford County Rehabilitation 
and Housing Commission, the 
Christian Help Center, the Animal 
Shelter, the Commission on Aging, 
and the Planning and Zoning 
Commission. 

Smock has added to his 1998 to- 
do list “plan and implement zoning 
changes to enhance economic 
development for the County. Also, 
purchase the existing airport or 
build a new one.” A very high pri- 
ority for Smock is to lobby 
Macomb, Oakland and Wayne 
Counties to legislate a solution to 
our huge public land problem. 

Black, who is a major contributor 
to the Gas, Oil and Land Impact 
Environment Statewide group 
(GOALIES), agrees the county. has 
state land problems. 

“We believe that a portion of the 
severance taxes paid to the State by 
the oil/gas industry should be 
seturned to the counties of origin to 
be used on a discretionary basis. No 
one knows better what the local 
units need than the local units them- 
selves.”
